LAUNCH ATTRACTED CROWD
TO PORT SIDE OF SHIP
AND CAUSED ACCIDENT

Chleago, July 24.—That a sudden
rush of persons on the deck or the
Kasiland to the port side to look at
a sueeding launch coused catastro-
phe was the assertion of Jack Elbert,
a gauge tender of jhe Bastland.

He said be and J. M. Erckson, chief
ngineer, escaped drowning by wading
through water in the hatch and crawl-
ing out of a port hole into the river.

“The steamer Kastland was kept
stable by mcans of a water hallast
system,” Elbert sald. "Water is
pumped into the chambers in the shin
until she bechines steady. ‘“T'ne first
thing I noticad this morning was that
the Eastland began to lean to star-
board. Erickson, ths chief engineer,.
was in charge of the pumps usuel to
pump the water inte the chambers.

“He said, ‘boys steady her up a 1it-
t12" and then we pumped water Into
the oiier side until she was up even
andall right. We haitl just evened her
up when the launca éame down the
ristr and passed the Eastland and the
erowd on deck rushed tﬁver to the port-
side to look at ét.

This map shows how the Qermans,
commanded on the north by General
von Iindenberg and on the south
by General Mackensen, propose to
squeeze the Russians ont of Warsaw,
and thereby gain one ol the largest
and. richest eities of Russia. Incl-
~dentally they will, If they succeed,
take mo=t of Russian Poland.

The German-Austrian battle lipe,
according to reports, réaches from
Libau on the Baltic Sea, - south
through Fuassia to Suwalkl, then

then follows a course south
as far as Bukowinr.

The boundary, lines between East
Prussia and Russia'and Germany. and
Poland as well as Austria and Russia
are shown in the Mne.made up of
dots and dashes in the map. Russian
soldiers have Leen driven from East
Prussin, and much of Poland has
been tnken from them, IHowaever,
they have not been driven from Aus-
trian soll, and &t this timg there is
little “indication they will bo. Von
Hindenberg will march south and
Mackensen north to squeeze the Rus-
slans according to these plans.
